Of couse, there are some early Arabic coins in the Cufic 
language struck in Yemen which we should like, but it is very 
hard to describe them. They can only be distinguished from 
the other coins by the Mint name - either Yemen or some city 
in South Arabia. When found, the coins are not worth moh 
so that one should not go to any trouble in trying to find them 
or pay much of anything over their metal value. 


I will <eep the small silver coin until Mr. Newell returns 
so that he can b00k at it.
